1. Tho Unpaid Presidency Magistrates shall sit in the rotation arranged by the Chicf 
Magistrate. . 

2. Unpaid Presidency Magistrates shall try only such cases as may be referred to 
them by the Chief Magistrate. 

8. Unpaid Presidency Magistrates shall ordinarily open their Courts at noon and rise 
at 5 p.m. on the dates fixed by the Chief Magistrate. A xpecial Bench may, however, be 
convened on avy other day or at any other hour by the Chiet Magistrate. 

4. A Bench shall ordiuarily be composed of not jess than three Magistrates, when they 
are all Unpaid Magistrates, or of two when one of them is a Stivendiary, but the Chief 
Magistrate may, in bis discretion, pormit any two Magistrates to proceed with the hearing 
and disposal of cases. 

5. The Chief Magistrate may, should he deem it desirable, appoint any Uapaid 
Ptchidency Magistrate sitting smgly to be a Court, and on businces being aent to him by the 
Chief Magistrate, he shall dispose of the same, but not otherwise. 

6, Should any Unpaid Presidency Magistrate named for attendance on a Bench fail to 
be presont on the appointed day, the Ghie? Magistrate may. in his disecetion, either summou 
another Magistrate, or direct that the Bench should praceed without the absent member. 

+ 7, The Stipendiary Magistrates shal} be cz-oficio members of Benches; the Chief 
Magistrate shall, if present, officiate as Chairmao: in his absence, the Junior Stipen- 

diary Magistrate shall, if sitting, officiate as Chairman. In the absence of both the Stipen- 
diary Magistrates, the Chief Magistrate shall nominate the Chairman. 

8. The Chairman shall conduct the proceedings of the Court and exercise all the 
fonctions in that behalf usually exorcised by « Stipendiary Mogistrate when sitting singly ; 
he will decide upon the admiesibility of evidence, and maintain order in the Court, but it 
shall be open to any member of the Rench to put gaestious to the witnesses, either direct 
or through the Chairman, as the latter may deem advisable, aud to suggest any matter for 
the Chairman’s consideration. 

9. Every member of a Bench shall have a voice in the finding and sentence. Ina 
Bench consisting of three members, the opinion of the majority shall prevail; when there 
are only two members, the Chairman shall bave a casting vote, 

10. The Chairman shall hicself ordinarily record the evidence and judgment in cases 
where a record of evidence and judgment is necessary ; but such duty may, with his consent, 
be performed by any of his colleagues, or the ovidence and judgment may be teken down 
by the Chief Clerk at the dictation of the Chairman. 

11. A Bench may hokl one or more adjoursed sittings, should it be necessary to do so, 
for the disposal of business or of part-heard eases ; but it shall be open to a Bench at the 
close of each sitting either to refer uoheard cases back to the Chief Magistrate for disposal, 
or to postpone them ta some other day, as may be most convenient; but adjournments 
should be, as far as poasible, de die in diem.

The offshore soundings now given are of such a nature as to render navigation perfectly 
safe in the thickest weatner, if the lead is attended to, aud tho ship is not allowed to come 
into less than 20 fathoms of water. 

The disasters which havc taken place from time to time on thia coast, supposed to have 
heen on dangers situated some miles from the shore, were probably due to difficulties in 
fixing the true position ; difficultios caused by the absence of soundings, and also by the fact 
that some of the monntsin peaks in the interior, used as landmarks, were not in their true 
positions on the former charts, au inaccuracy now remedied from the trigonometrical survey 
of Ceylon, carried ont. by the Surveyor-General of that Colony.

If the Bank refuses to receive any sum tendered owing to the atnount not being avail- 
able at tho treusury. the application will be retained ny the Bank and forwarded by it to the 
Accountant-General, woo will aavine the Bavk and the applicant if the amount cau be made 
available.

The attention of Mariners is called to the new editions of Admiralty Charts Nos. $15 
and 203], giving the results of the re-survey of the south-eastern coasta of Ceylon from the 
Little Basses to Trincomali by the Officers of H. M. 3. Eyeria, ander the command of 
Captain P. Aldrich, 1887. 

The offshore soundiugs now given are of such a nature as to render navigation perfectly 
safe iu the thickest weather, if the jead is attended to, and the ship is not allowed to come 
into less than 20 fathoms of water. 

The disasters which have taken place from time to time on thie coast, supposed to have 
been on dangers situated anme miles from the shore, were probably due to difficulties in 
fixing the true position ; difficulties caused by the abseuce of soundings, aud also by the fact 
that some of the mountain peaks in the interior, used as landmarks, were oot in their true 
positions on the former charts, au inaccuracy now remedied from the trigonometrical survey 
of Ceylon, carried out by the Surveyor-General of that Colony. 

Charts'Nos. 828 and 70 will be shortly corrected fur this new information. 

Note—Mariners uavigating on the coast of Ceylon should consult the Bay of Bengal 
Pilot, 1487, pages 878-—290, wherein ia contained a monthly statement of Currents and 
Winds on the coaste of Ceylon, as experienced in 100 voyages round that island by Me.

1. Agents of the Commissariat Department have, by virtue of their office, the ‘cate a 
the responsibility for the snfe and proper storing, and keeping in the places wppoidted for 
the custody thereof, of all goods in,their charge. They ure also at times required to make: 
purchases on behalf of Governmeut, for which they are provided with public funda, : 
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2. If agents, instead of recciving advances from Commissariat officers, obtain goods 
from vendors on credit, and pay for them after receipt of payments of their bills for the said 
goods, it should be understood that such procedure is unauthorized and beyoud the scope 
of their authority, and the ontside public and dealers in general are hereby iuformed that 
the Oowmissnriat Departmont does not hold itself responsible for any debts or hiabilities 
which are incurred by its agents, uuless they are specially authorized by the Commissariat 
officer to purchase on credit. 

3. The transactions of Commissariat agents are entiroly between themselves and the 
vendors; the Commissariat officer pays the agent’s and not the vendor’s bills; and the 
ciroumstance of the purchaser being an ageut of the State will not render the State huble 
for purchases mado on credit given to the agent.

I].—-Immediately on arrival, the Commander shall cause the letter R of the Com- 
mercial Sigral Code to be hoisted, and whall keep the said flag flyi 
during his stay in port, or uutil authorized by the Health Officer to act 
itdown, If communiaticn with the shore is not desired, the vessel shall 
anchor at such place as may be poiuted out by the Port authorities, having 
regard to the season of the year. If communication with the shore is 
desired, the Health Officer shall go alongside the vessel, and, after all 
neces#ary enquiries, shall direct the Commander to take tho vessel to the 
quarantiue anchorage duly appointed and notified in that behalf by 
Resident, there to remain fora period of seven days from the date’ of 
arrival, or for the shorter period prescribed in Kulo LV, and andergo dis 
infection, which should apply as well to crew, passengers, éffecta, and 
suspectible goods. .

The words “ customs port” shall include any foreign ports regardin, 
which it has been notified, under section 13 of the Sea Customs Act VIII of 
1878, that all goods imported from or exported to tiem shall be treated ag 
goods imported from or exported to customs ports. 

The words * foreign port” shall include all foreign ports, whetber on the 
continent of India or not, except those regarding which a notification has been 
issued as above. 

The words “ dutiable cargo” or ‘“‘ dutiable goods” shall be held to mean— 

(4) All goods shipped from foreign ports for customs ports whether 
transhipped at any customs port or not; 

(+) All goods specified in schedules 2 and 8 of the Tariff Act XI of 
1882 whether shipped from or to foreign ports or customs ports; 

(c) All goods exported under claim for drawback or under bond for 
duty. of customs or excise ;

The words “free caruv ” or “free goods ” shall be held to mean all gooda 
which do not fall within the above d:-finition of dutiabie.
